S.O. 705(E).—Whereas the Central Govemmer 
is prima facie of the opinion that the film “Tt 
Entity” (English) contains scenes of horror ar 
cruelty having a disgusting and horrifying inipa 
on the viewers and scenes of nudity of female boc 
and sexual scenes which are offensive to huma 
sensibilities and whereas the film thus offends tl 
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guidelines relating to violence, cruelty, horror, vul¬ 
garity and obscenity mentioned in para-2 (iii) and 
2(iv) of the guidelines issued under this Ministry's 
notification No, F.5/5/77-F(C) dated 7-1-78 (as 
amended) and thus contravenes the provisions re¬ 
lating to "decency or morality" and “incitement 
to the commission of any ofiencc’' within the 
meaning of Section 5B(1) of the Cinematograph 
Act, 1952 (37 of 1952) (hereinafter called the 
said Act) and whereas the continued exhibition of 
the film is likely to have an unsavoury impact on 
the audience, the Central Government, therefore, 
feels it necessary to protect the public at large im¬ 
mediately from exposure to the film :

Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (c) of sub-section (2) of Section 6 of 
the said Act, the Central Government hereby 
directs that the exhibition of the film entitled “The 
Entity" (English) which was granted ‘A’ certifi¬ 
cate No. A-5063 dated 27-5-83 by the Central 
Board of Film Certification, Bombay, be suspen¬ 
ded for a period of two months with effect from 
the date of issue of this Notification.
